By the 16th century, the fact 
that Caesar’s calendar was .0078 
days too long each year had made 
a difference in religious observ- 
ances and seasonal equinoxes, so 
Pope Gregory ordered a change. 

Clavius, the Pope’s astronomer, 
reduced the annual 
000284 days by eliminating the 
leap-year day from century years 


'which are not divisible by 400, as 


in 1900. The Gregorian calendar 
was put in use in 1582. 

Computing the error, Dr. Lee 
estimates a loss of 14 minutes 
since 1582, and by the same per- 
centage of error, the calendar will 
lose a full day in another 3,163 
years. 

He suggests the extra day be 
taken care of by allowing a leap- 
year day to one of the century 
years which normally would be 
deprived of one because of indi- 
vistbility by 400. 

But Dr. Lee said he wouldn’t 
be around to press his suggestion.

A Mess of Votes 

Esau sold his birthright to his brother 
Jacob for a mess of pottage. There appear 
to be, today, Americans who would sell the 
safety of our country or the freedom of its 
people for a mess of votes. 

Under the wise leadership of a President 
who has shown, during recent years, a better 
understanding than any other man of world 
conditions and of the fearful menace of Nazism 
to all that Americans hold dear, a program 
of defense armament, to make not only this 
nation but the western hemisphere invulner- 
able against attack, has been laid out. It is, 
simply, a matter of national life or death that 
this program be pushed to completion as fast 
as human brains, human ingenuity and hu- 
man effort can do it. 

And we witness a congress that, through 
fruitless debate which at times almost as- 
sumed the shape of a filibuster, held up es- 
sential steps in that defense program for 
week after week. We witness politically in- 
spired oppositionists who attempt to “smear” 
the President because he put through, in 
completely legal and constitutional manner, 
a deal with Britain which gave to this coun- 
try, for. absurdly low price, naval and air 
bases which we must have if our coastline 
and vital points are to be properly defended. 

We witness, finally, an attempt to delay, 
until after the November election, the opera- 
tion of the compulsory military service law. 
These obstructionists fought that bill as long 
as they could and, after they had thus de- 
layed the defense program an unforgiveable 
time, turned to the trick of postponing it still 
further. For the sole reason that they feared 
the law, in operation, might cost them a 
- handfull or two of votes in the coming na- 
tional balloting. 

Are there, in the congress, representatives 
of the people. who love their little jobs so 
well they would imperil the safety of the na- 
tion rather than run risk of losing them? 

The election in November is important. It 
is, also, important that we should cling to 
the democratic way of doing things during a 
period when a new concept of autocratic gov- 
ernment seems to threaten democracy all 
over the world. 

But the importance of the defense pro- 
gram, the importance of extending every pos- 
sible aid to Britain as she fights in the front 
line of a struggle that is, inescapably, ours 
too, transcends every other thing in life to- 
day. No considerations of political advant- 


age, no desire for votes, no hunger to stay 
in public office, should influence any loyal 
American to such extent that he will inter- 
fere with, or delay, the strengthening of our 
ability to defend ourselves against all comers. 

This is a day that calls, overwhelmingly, 
for patriots in place of office holders, for 
sacrifice instead of selfish personal ambitions.

Children in Traffic 


The opening of the school year brings 
added responsibility to motorists. For the

Statistics reveal there 
gre more youngsters between ages of five and 
14 killed by traffic between September 1 and 
October 1 than during any other 30-day pe- 
riod of the calendar. 

A great deal has been done in educating 
the motoring public to drive with care. Schools 
have gone a long way toward solving the prob- 
lem of pupil safety by organization of school 
boy patrols and other safety groups. Yet 
much remains to be accomplished. As far as 
school children are concerned, the greater part 
- of the responsibility rests, in the final analysis, 
with parents and teachers. Children must be 
trained how to meet the perils of traffic., 

No better work along these lines is being 
_ @one than that of the National Conservation 
_. Bureau’s educational division. During the sum-

mer the bureau carried on its; campaign for 
such training and reached 30,000 teachers in 
20 states.

Victory for the South 

The reeent enactment by congress of the 
national transportation bill into law, brings 
to the south the most important victory in the 
long and difficult fight for equality in freight 
rate costs with other'sections of the country. 

The section of the bill which provides this 
has been, to large extent, overlooked. Primarily 
the bill was intended to bring water carriers 
under the jurisdiction of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, but part of the Hill-Ram- 
speck bill to end freight rate discriminations 
was incorporated in the measure before pas- 
sage. 

This section provides for immediate termi- 
nation of rate discriminations wherever found 
and calls for immediate investigation. It de- 
clares rate discriminations, as between states 
or sections of the country, to be unlawful. 

The language of the new law is plain. Its 
effect will be to quickly bring to an end those 
freight rate discriminations which have, for 
three-quarters of a century, proven a serious 
handicap to southern industry in competing 
with rival industry of the north and east. 

Once the provisions of the new law are put 
fully into effect, it should mean the dawn of 
that new day when the south, and the south- 
west, shall enjoy that prosperity to which the 
climate and natural resources of the section 
entitles it.

Passing of the Guard 

Atlanta’s famous Governor’s Horse Guard 
is no more. 

The mettled steeds will be returned to the 
government or sold at auction. Old Dob- 
bin and Dexter will kick up their heels in 
the green pastures and officers and men will 
be rid of saddle sores and acquire in their 
stead acute anguish of the vertebrae from 
riding jostling and jouncing mechanized anti- 
aircraft guns. 

All of which means that the Governor’s 
Horse Guard has been converted from crack 
cavalry to a unit of the antiaircraft battalion, 
an assignment they will share with mounted 
units of Savannah and Hinesville. 

The Horse Guard, officially a part of the 
Twenty-third Calvary of the Georgia Na- 
tional Guard, has an ancient and honorable 
history although it has never been in an 
active engagement as a unit. 

Dating back for more than half a century 
the Horse Guard has led many a parade, es- 
corted new Governors at inaugurations, tak- 
en part in many military activities. Always 
an organization of high social rank, member- 
ship in it has always been sought. 

The announcement is another indication 
of the passing of the horse from modern 
armies. There will be no more Pickett’s 
swoops upon the enemy, no more charges of 
the Light Brigade. Horses are too slow for 
modern warfare—and they cannot easily be 
armorplated.

Editorial of the Day, 


A NEEDLESS YOKE. 
(From The New York “Times.) 

The principles that should guide our industrial 
defense program ought not to be the subject of 
any serious controversy. First, we should aim for 
maximum defense production at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. Second, the particular manufac- 
turers making war equipment should not be per- 
mitted to profiteer from their special position. 
Third, we ought not, on the other hand, to impose 
hardships or losses on the war equipment indus- 
tries merely because of their special position. That 
would be as shortsighted and foolish from. the 
standpoint of our industrial defense as it would 
be unfair. The cost of armament shouid be dis- 
tributed as equitably as possible over the whole 
country. 

There is, fortunately, no real disagreement re- 
garding these principles. They are either recog- 
nized implicity or accepted when stated. The 
administration, and leaders of both parties in 
congress, have accepted the second principle in 
the proposed excess profits tax. They have ac- 
cepted the third in the provisions which would 
allow companies called upon to construct new 
factories or to install additional equipment for 
government defense orders to amortize or write 
this equipment off against current earnings—and 
hence against the taxes on those earnings—over 
a period of not longer than the defense emergency. 
And yet a serious situation has arisen, due solely 
to the insistence of the administration on one 
point—that the amortization provision and the 
excess profits tax must be harnessed together in 
the same bill. 

The reason for this insistence, which runs 
counter, it is reported, to the judgment of the 
President’s own Defense Commission, is far from 
clear. Even if the excess profits tax is made to 
apply, as now planned, to the whole of this cal- 
endar year’s earnings, it will not be payable in 
any case until March 15 next. Upon the passage 
of an amortization provision that gives a fair in- 
surance against loss, on the other hand, depends 
the placing of defense contracts immediately. The 
simple amortization provision should be detached 
from the complexities of the excess profits tax, 
which requires careful study, and should be 
passed now. . 


THE CAPITAL PARADE

WOOING NEW YORK CITY’S MAYOR’ WASHINGTON, 
Sept. 11.—New 


York City’s mayor, F. H. LaGuardia, will soon announce his pref- 
erence between Franklin D. Roosevelt and Wendell L. Willkie. 
Unless his closest friends in the administration are misinformed, 
LaGuardia will support the President. It is a tribute to the mayor’s 
political influence, however, to know that both the Republicans and 
Democrats conceived the same idea for insuring his active aid to 
their respective candidates. 

If the national election is as close as the polls indicate, New 
York may well be pivotal. LaGuardia has made an excellent record 
as mayor and is one of the best vote-getters in the state. He is not 
of either the Republican or Democratic organization in New York. 
In fact, he has a well-deserved reputation of being unorthodox in 
politics, after a career as a Republican, a Fusionist, a member of 
the American Labor party, to say nothing of his sympathies to- 
ward the New Deal Democrats. Party labels mean nothing to him. 

Therefore, it was not unusual that both parties should hope for 
his backing, although the Republicans were engaged in a great deal 
of wishful thinking in view of his close association with the ad- 
ministration since 1937. The term of James M. Mead, New York’s 
junior Democratic senator, expires this year. And Mead’s seat was 
the bait proposed by both parties to lure LaGuardia into an active 
position in the campaign. The Republicans have abandoned the 
idea. The Democrats are hopeful: that they can have their cake 
and eat it too. 


LOVING LEAST Shortly after the Republicans nominated Will- 

kie at Philadelphia, Bruce Barton, an able 
and enterprising congressman from New York, thought up the idea 
as a sure way of making New York safely Republican. LaGuardia 
often says that “his happiest days’ were spent as a member of 
the house and he is known to be eager to return to Washington. 
Barton sounded out the leaders with a plan to offer LaGuardia the 
Republican senatorial nomination. There was a great deal of grum- 
bling from old-liners, who love LaGuardia almost as littie as they 
love Roosevelt. But Willkie was not adverse to the proposal, and 
some feelers were put out to LaGuardia. 

For a time it seemed as though the state leadership could be 
convinced with the argument, better to have LaGuardia in the 
senate than four more years of Roosevelt. But the mayor did not 
respond to the hints. No forma] offer was made. It was feared 
that LaGuardia would refuse the nomination but would announce 
that it had been offered him. And then, a few weeks ago, the 
President invited LaGuardia to head this country’s delegation on 
the United States-Canadian defense commission. LaGuardia ac- 
cepted, and his name is now omitted from the Republican sena- 
torial lists. 


RACIAL GROUPS Meanwhile, the New Deal strategists be- 
came concerned over the polls showing the 
Republicans leading in New York. A short-time ago several prom- 
inent New Dealers, in the confidence of the President, proposed 
that Senator Mead be named to a high government job and La- 
Guardia be substituted as the Democratic senatorial candidate. The 
idea struck spark and seemed to be getting somewhere. But after 
long consideration by the President it has been abandoned, at least 
for the time being. The New Deal strategists want the active sup- 
port of LaGuardia. They think they already have it, but they 
apparently fear other political repercussions from the shift. 

Private polls show that the greatest Democratic defections in 
New York are in the ranks of the Catholics. There are probably 
many reasons for this. One is the new foreign policy of the 
Vatican, which no longer runs parallel to that of the White House. 
Then, too, there is great opposition to the President among such 
foreign groups as the Germans and the Italians, many of whom 
are of Catholic faith. Another is that a great many of New York’s 
Irish think Jim Farley was treated badly by the President. And a 
third -reason is that representatives of the church were incensed 
at the refusal of the army to exempt clerical students from con- 
scription. Since Mead is a well-known Catholic, replacement of 
him by a non-Catholic would create antagonisms. 

It was also argued at the conferences that Tammany would be 
unenthusiastic over a Roosevelt-LaGuardia ticket, since LaGuardia 
more than any other man was responsible for the breaking up of 
Tammany’s control. But, as was pointed out, it is just as good 
sense to argue that Tammany would be delighted to have LaGuardia 
in Washington rather than in New York. 

LaGuardia’s administration friends have not abandoned their 
venture. And if the polls continue to show Willkie in the lead, their 
pleas may fall on more fertile ground.

Roosevelt is a big man, far above the average. 

Willkie is a big man, far above the average. 

They stand where they are today because they are superior to 
the rest of us—more capable, better trained, better informed, and 
more liberally endowed with the qualities that make greatness, 
Men find their level, as water does, and envy’s disparagement 
cannot change the fact that the able win high place by deserving it, 

Yet no man is without fault, and those who would be our leade 
ers in these dread times‘must be examined carefully. Free people, 
having the right of free speech, are privileged to criticize their 
superiors. In fact, it is the duty of each to speak his mind and thus 
do his part to form and express public opinion. 

But this criticism, to be respectable, must show ordinary bay 
horse sense. It must be something more than the foolish ranting of 
blind partisanship. 

During an exciting football game some years ago, a home hoy 
and one of the visiting team lost their tempers and exchanged 
blows. Though they were equally guilty, the home boy was ordered 
from the field and the other was not. 

This obvious injustice was a little more than the boy’s father 
could endure in silence. Already excited to the bursting point, he 
went up in the air and lit a-running, bellowing at every step. But 
though he was full of language and surcharged with criticisms he 
yearned to express, he could only roar “Hod-dam! ‘ Hod-dam!” 
over and over. His opinion of the decision was clear enough, but 
his vocabulary wasn’t equal to it. 

Much of the partisan criticism we hear and read now is equally 
senseless. It reminds us of the small boy, enraged by some injustice, 
who relieves his feeling by shouting the dirtiest word he knows. 

It is fair enough to say that Roosevelt’s system is apparently 
wrong, since seven years of it and the expenditure of billions have 
failed to end unemployment. 

It is fair enough to say that Willkie wisecracks too much and 
slurs his words and has no experience in public office. 


But to say the President is crazy or crooked or Red, or to call — 


Willkie a tricky lawyer without the courage to say what he stands 
for, is silly criticism and shamefully childish. : 

We need forthright manhood and sanity now as never before in 
our history. The blind partisanship that destroys reason is elways 
pathetic and foolish. In times like these, it shames and degrades all 
of us.

often as we like. We have winter |

Celery has been included in 
various, menus or food lists given | 


in this column from time to time. | 
It has been mentioned many 
times among the raw vegetables | 
one should eat daily or frequent- | 
ly for the benefit of the teeth and | 
gums, the blood and vite—celery, | 
carrots, radishes, tomatoes, turnip, 
cabbage or coleslaw, lettuce and 
other greens, onions, potato if you 
like. | 

Celery is equal to raw cabbage 
or lettuce as a source of calcium. 
(lime) and phosphorus. It is equal ' 
to lettuce or cabbage as a source. 
of vitamin A, vitamin B complex, 
and only slightly less rich in vita- 
min C. The unbleached or green | 
leaves of celery are richer than) 
the bleached leaves or stalks in 
vitamin A. The leaves of celery 
should be eaten, not thrown away.
